Danube, which I? second only to the 
Volga among European rivers, makes 
two sharp turns there, changing its' 
course from northeast 
to 
south 
to 


southwest. The "Iron gates" are con- 
trolled by the 
Rununisns. On 
the 


Hungarian side is the town of Orso- 
va; on the Rumanian side is Turnu- 
Severln. "At Orsova (on the Danube 
near the Hungarian-Rumanian 
fron- 


tier) we repulsed 
three 
enemy 
at- 


tacks." says a Rumanian report. Mack- 
enson. the famous German general. 1s 
fighting for the control of the Dan- 
ube. which me.ins virtually the deci- 
sion of the fate of a large part of the 
Balkan peninsula. It Is for this pur- 
pose that the German drive was un- 
dertaken through the Dobrudja. prov- 
ince of Rumania, the J3ukaresi-Con.- 
sinnza rnllroad being the 
immediate 


objective. To relieve the pressure tho

BOSTON'S "SHOW SHIP" 


Franconia 
Inaugurated New 
Era of 


Comfort and Luxury in the Pas- 
senger Service From Vlub Port 
BOSTON, Oct. 6.—The 
Franconia 


was formerly in the Boston service, 
and was consi'lcrcd the finest vessel 
sailing from iliis port. 
She \vas a vessel 
of 
18.150 
tons 


gross and was built 
in 
1310. The 
Franconia was 025 feet long, 72 feet 
wide and displaced 25,000 tons. When 
she wag built she was considered one 
of the finest steamers of the Cunnrd 
line. A striking feature of the saloon 
appointments 
was 
the 
absence 
of 
staterooms on the boat deck, which 
was devoted to promenade room, 
library, gymnasium and a. lounge and 
smoking room. 


The 
vessel was 
nicknamed 
the 
"Bath Rhip," Inasmuch tis 
she 
had 


more bathrooms and showers than the 
Mauretania, this equipment being In- 
stalled for the benefit of passengers 
bound for long cruises to the Mediter- 
ranean. 
The 1'Yanconia was launched from 


the yards of the shipbuilding firm of 
Swan, Hunter & Wlghnm Richardson 
I-ilvcrpool, on the afternoon of July 23 
1910, and made Its initial trip from 
QueensUnvn to Boston on Wednesday 
April 2(i, 1911. 
The great ship had been two years 


in construction. In the way of pas 
scngc-r accommodation she outclas/5e( 
all previous vessels In the service o 
this port. 


Her coming to the Hub inaugurate 


an ora In luxurious ocean travel tha 
placed Boston in the front rank of tlv 
country's perfection of comfort am 
pleasure when crossing the seas. Th 
vessel, wtis named for one of the fa 
mous show places of New "Ent'iand 
the Franconia Notch in the 
Whit 


mountains. 


More than four 
miles 
of 
girder 


wore utilized In the construction o 
the vessel. The number of men em 
ployed on the construction of the shi 
was more than 3500, and this did no 
include the decorators, finishers, fur 
nlshcrs, etc. 


When the new steamship docked I 
East Boston on her maiden tri^ t 
this port she was hailed as a promis 
of better days for the port of Boston 
by the leading merchants and profes- 


onal men of the city at a, magnin- 
ent dinner given aboard 
ship 
by 


harlcs Stewart, local agent for the 
'unard line. 
Smashing all previous records from 


Europe to Boston by several 
hours, 
le bis Cunarder reached this pori on 
he afternoon of Oct. 10, 1911. carry- 
ng 2008 passengers. The 
Franconia 


nade the, passage from Daunfs Rock 
ghtshlp to Boston lightship in 6 (lays 
0 hours and 34 minutes. 
The previous record was held by the 


"lew England of 
the Dominion line. 


The 
Franconia 
reached 
hero 
two 


lours earlier. The record oE the New 
England stood for 12 years. 


On Sunday afternoon, July 27, 1913. 


vhcn tho Franconia was In the vicin- 
ty of the Tltanlc's grave, the vessel's 
ngincs stopped while wreaths, fash- 
oncd by members of the family of 
.Villiam T. Stead, the London editor 
and author who lost his life in the 
disaster, were cast on 
the 
waters, 


vhlle prayers were recited by ihe 150 
jasscngcrs on board. 
Despite the European war the Fran- 


conia sailed from this port on Aug. 5, 
1914, for Queenstown with more than 
600 passengers and with a heavy car- 
go of grain and general merchandise. 


She was one of the liners available 


"or transport service, and at the lime 
t was thought that she- would bo re- 
quisitioned Into transport service by 
Great Britain at once. 


On Aug. 30, 1914, the immense ves- 


sel, her funnels painted a. battleship 
gray and her port holes 
blanketed, 


crept into Boston harbor in a heavy 
fog after a 10-day trip, from Liver- 
pool, bringing 1775 passengers 
who 


had escaped from the war zono of 
Europe. 
It was one of the largest lisls of 


passengers ever brought into the port 
of Boston. Seven warships, five Brit- 
ish and two French, halted the liner 
on the way across. 


The ship's gymnasium, lounge, cafe 


and smoking room had all been turned 
into dormitories for men who. for the 
most part, had given up their rooms 
to women. Women o£ 
wealth were 


glad to secure steerage accommoda- 
tion.

Dear Sir: I am endeavoring to see 
that the legal requirements as to the 
attendance at evening schools of all 
Illiterate minors are scrupulously en- 
forced and know that I can count upon 
the willing co-operation 
of yoursell 
and all those who have charge In any 
way of Illiterate minors who may be 
in your service. 
I" most respectfully ask 
that you 
send at your earliest-convenience to 
(he office 
of 
tho 
superintendent of 
FChooIs a list of the Illiterate mlnbrs.in 
your service, giving the age, residence, 
and name of overseer In each case 
Allow me at this time to call your 
attention to the printed matter on the 
educational certificate, a perusal 
of 
which will show that It Is Incumbent 
upon the employer to look after the 
matter of evening school attendance. 
Too much emphasis cannot be given 
to the fact thai, while the law makes 
It the duty of the city to provide even- 
Ing 
school 
facilities 
for 
illiterate 
minors, it is clearly the legally-pre- 
scribed duty of an employer to sec that 
every illiterate minor In his service 
attends evening school regularly. 
As reports como 
to 
the 
evenlnK 
schools from time to lime that care- 
less remarks are made by subordinate 
'officials concerning evening school at- 
tendance. 
I would 
further 
suggest 
that you seo that all who have control 
over your employes read and make 
themselves familiar with the provisions 
of the law governing the employment 
of illiterate minors. 
An illiterate minor, who may he laid 


off from work temporarily, can not he 
employed again legally unless he can 
show that ht has attended evening; 
school regularly during the period of 
his absence from work or that he has 
been regularly excused by the school 
authorities for such non-attendance. 
.As to the statement, sometimes made, 
that an employe changes his name at 
pleasure or convenience, U Is perhaps 
unnecessary to remark that the name 
of an employed minor as it appears on 
the books of his employer must be the 
name of the minor as it first appears 
on the educational certificate of sucli 
minor.
